a tine thing if this typi al American 
animal should come to be known by 
his Indian nam e of wapiti. 
Tile wapiti 
is the largest of the red deer family 
and

the g reatest exhibit which survives of 
our m ountain wild life—not only tin 
elk, but m ountain sheep, deer, beaver 
I and m any other animals.

tion has been frequently asked, “ How 
can a renter who has not saved 5<i 
per cent of the purchase price of land 
make use of the Federal Farm Loan 
Act to get land of his o w n ?” 
Tile answer la, by means of a first 
mortgage given under the Farm Loan 
Act for 50 per cent of the purchase 


price 
provided this does not exceed 
50 per cent of tile appraised value 
and a second mortgage given to the 
form er ow ner of tin* land or to a 
bank or private money lender, for 
tlx* balance. 
it must be borne in mind that tlx* 
amount which can he borrowed un­ 
der the Farm Loan Act is limited to 
50 per cent of the appraised value o f| 
tin* land, and this is w ritten on the 
assumption that the tenant w ill not 
pay more for his land titan it is act­ 
ually worth, or, in other words, its 
appraised value as contemplated un­ 
der the Farm Loan Aet. 
To furnish 
a concrete 
example: 
.Suppose Jo h n Sm ith, a renter, wants 
to buy IOO acres of land, valued at 
$50 an acre: 
The 
total 
purchase 
price would be $5000 but John Sm ith 
has not the money to buy it. 
Under tin* Farm Loan Act. Sm ith 
would he entitled to borrow $2500 of 
tin* appraised value, lf this appraised 
value should be the same as the pur­ 


c h a s e price. 
This would leave $2500 
to I*** handled by a second mortgage. 
I he amount 
borrowed 
under 
th** 
Farm Loan Aet could be paid to th* 
O rig in a l ow ner of the land and a sec­ 
ond mortgage executed for the diff­ 
erence. 
The original owner would thus get 
a satisfactory payment down, and lf 
he had confidence in the purchaser, 
he w ould probably be w illin g to ac - 
I rcpt a second mortgage for the bal­ 
ance, divided into ten annual pay­ 
ments. 
Here is the way it would figure 
o u t: 
The first mortgage of $2500 given 
under the Farm lo a n 
Aet 
would 
draw, let us say, 5 Vi per cent in ter­ 
est and would be paid off on tlx* in­ 
stallm ent plan through a period of 
forty years by making annual pay-J 
manta of $155.95. 


Now let us say that 
the 
second 
mortgage 
would 
draw 
6 
per cent 
and could be arranged so as to be re­ 
tired in ten years. 
The interest on 
this $2500 mortgage at 6 per cent 
would be $150 tile first year and one- 
tenth of the $2500 would he $250. 


Adding the Interest and the one- 
tenth annal payment would mean a 
payment of $400 on the second niort- 
I gage the first year. 
The second year 
payment would be $385 and the fol­ 
lowing payments through 
the

years to retire the second mortgage, 
both principal and interest, would be 
$370, $355, $340, $325, $10, $295,
